‘Telegraphic advices havo been received 
of the opening of the new season’s tea 
market at Kiukiang.

‘Tho quality is 
not considered so good as that of the 1884 
crop. The Shanghai took 10,000 packages 
of teas from Kiukiang to Hankow.

THE POLICE DESERTIONS. 

Ir is time that some definite words 
should be spoken and definite action

No doubt many of the compel 
tors felt less reluctance in displaying thei 
horticultural efforts, when they knew that 
these efforts were not to be dwarfed by 
being placed side by side with the results 
achieved by the superior resources of the 
Public Garden Committee ; and as far as 
the general public is concerned, they cau 
see the Garden Committee's flowers and 
plants any day by stepping into the con- 
servatories. The Flower Show certainly 
suffered less than might have been expected 
from their absence; aud any loss in this 
way was more than compen:
